Ignace/Mackinae during the en- 
tire administration of Bishop 
Baraga (1853-1868) and had many.

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The Boyne Falls _ Polish 
Festival had been running for 
four or five Augusts when I was 
tickled: under the chin to do a 
column about the exciting ac- 
tivities over there.

EGGS 
‘Eggs are international; they 
have been with us since the dawn 


of time. Every country had its: 


own historical cuisine using 


peacock, goose or guinea-hen as’ 


well as chicken eggs. Eggs and 
money have long been symbolic; 


as children we read the story of 


the “Goose That Laid the Golden 
Egg’. The old-timers told the 
story that if ‘you dreamed about 
eggs you would get money from 


an: unexpected source. Our. 


American pioneers moving west. 
always had their chickens with 
them. Eggs are versatile, we 
quite often think of them as a 
breakfast food though. we enjoy 
them from dawn-til-dark or even 
for mid-night snacks. 

Many of us are limiting eggs in 
our diet so we really want to 
have them fixed a special and 
favorite way when we do indulge 
and there are so many ways to do 
it, with ideas from around the 
world. 

Here is an old pioneer recipe; it 
is in many old cook books, Gran- 
dmother made them by putting 
hard boilded eggs in beet juice 
for flavor and color. With this 
recipe you will also eat the beets 
at the same time. 

PICKLED EGGS AND BEETS 

1 medium can diced or sliced 
beets 

Liquid from the ean with equal 
amounts of cider vinegar 

About 4 tablespoons brown 
sugar 

Ye stick of cinnamon 

2 whole cloves 

4 or.5 hard cooked eggs 

Ye teaspoon salt 

Drain the juice from the can 
and combine it with all the 


‘ingredients except the eggs and 


beets. 

Bring to a boil and simmer 
about 10 minutes. 

Pour into a wide mouth jar, 
add the eggs and beets. 
Refrigerate about 2 days. Serve 
on a bed of Jettuce. Beautiful and 
good! 

This next recipe is from 
England and is very similar to 
what they call cottage eggs in 
Scotland. 

BUCHINGHAM EGGS 
For 2 servings you will need: 
2 teaspoons margarine 
2 slices of toast 
2 or 3 eggs

Parsley and marjoram 
Twist of lemon rind 

In a saucepan bring bouillon to 


‘a boil. In a small mixing bowl 
beat egg with the cheese. Pour 


into bouillon, stirring vigorously 
with a fork until egg is set. Bring 
to boiling point; serve hot with 
garnishes of fresh parsley or 
marjoram and twists of lemon 
rind. Season to taste at the table 
for salt and pepper. You might 
not want either. Makes two ser- 
vings. 

For many years, I did not buy 
eggplant thinking that we did not 
like it well enough to prepare it. 
Now, I know what I missed; I 
have acquired a real taste for it. 
Your friends will enjoy this next 
recipe any hour of the day. 

FRIED HAM AND EGGS 
WITH EGGPLANT 

1 medium sized eggplant, peeled 
and sliced 

Salt 

6 tablespoons olive oil 

8 slices ham, your favorite kind, 
the thin kind is O.K. 

8 eggs 

1’ cups tomato sauce with garlic 

Parsley for garnish 

Sprinkle the eggplant slices 
with salt and let stand for 1 hour. 
Heat half of the oil in a skillet and 
saute the eggplant slices until 
tender. About 5 minutes on each 
side. Arrange on a heated plat- 
ter. Keep warrn. 

In another skillet heat the 
remaining oil. Brown the ham 
and fry the eggs. 

In a small saucepan heat the 
tomato sauce. Keep warm. 

Arrange the ham and eggs on 
top of the eggplant. Cover with 
the tomato sauce and sprinkle 
with chopped parsley. Serves 6 
to 8.

FIELD TRIP TO WYOMING. 


Surveys show that most 
Americans want growth. Ex- 
perience shows that they object 
to having it near them. Once 
more, in recent years they've 
been successful in stopping it, 
which is why more and more 
airline passengers are spending 
more and more time aboard 
planes going nowhere than on 
those making worthwhile 
progress toward . their 
destination. But it can be hoped 
that in time, the economics of the 
situation, not only productive 
people but their goods and ser- 
vices sitting twiddling their 
thumbs in the vicinity of airports, 
will come home to even the most 
irate citizens and a compromise 
will be worked out on where 
growth can and must be put up 
with. But it will take a while and 
in the interim, something should 
be done for all those tense, 
waiting passengers. 

A little background on the 
problem might help some. The 
increasing traffic at airports has 
mushroomed out of the lifting of 
Federal airline regulations in '78 
and the lower fares and added 
number of flight deregulation in- 
spired. Airports simply need 
more runways to handle all the 
additional planes the new flights 
entail. 

But the mere mention of ex- 
panding existing airports or 
building new ones brings forth 
howls from the neighboring 
Nimbys, their name being an 
acronym for Not In My 
Backyard. These folks feel that 
they live with enough environ- 
mental problems as it is without 
being asked to take on more. 

Since Nimbys’ cries are heard 
and needed, runways aren’t 
being built these days without a 
whole lot of discussion 
beforehand. In fact many things 
aren't being built or opened like 


garbage incinerators and nuclear 
power plants without Nimby 
‘concerns being addressed first, 

But those seated, - belted, 
anxious passengers «probably 
don’t find much comfort in all 
this. What they really need is a 
‘social director; one on each flight. 
‘Someone like Julié McCoy of the 
‘old. “Love Boat” TV series would 
be ideal. But anyone cheerful and 
smiling would do. She or he could 
‘conduct games like a limited ver- 
sion of TV game shows, or bingo, 
or with a decent voice, the direc- 
tor could lead a sing-along. 

For those flights not locked on 
the ground at the starting gate 
but circling their destination in- 
stead, a more exciting diversion 
could be arranged—a field trip. 
Depending on what part of the 
country they're circling in, the 
plane could go off to a less 
crowded airport for a bit while 
the traffic thinned at their 
destination point. The plane's 
already using gas just staying in 
a holding pattern. So it would 
take just a little more for some 
sight-seeing. 

For planes considerably west 
of the Mississippi River, a port in 
Wyoming would be a change of 
pace. For those closer to it, a spot 
in the Dakotas or Nebraska or 
Kansas would probably welcome 
visitors. Iowa would be a fun 
place to visit too. For those fur- 
ther east, there’s Arkansas, 
Mississippi or Alabama for a 
dash of Southern charm. 

Airlines could consider this at 
least. They could advertise on 
the basis of their field trip 
destinations and call them “per- 
sonal growth” experiences and 
real life geography lessons. Few 
would probably choose to take a 
look-see at Wyoming or Arkan- 
sas on their own hook. But the 
fact that it was a very short visit 
and at no extra cost, kind of gives 
them a touch of excitement.

-When they call the eastern 
kingbird tyrantical, pugnacious, 
just. plain . overbearing 
towards others of their feathered 
kin, it fits the bird toa T. 

I remember as a youngster on 
my grandparents farm seeing a 
kingbird for the first time. 

The bird was perched on a tree 
snag overlooking a narrow sand 
road adjacent to a cow pasture. 


_ At rest the Sinch, black, gray 
and white avian wasn't 


im- 
pressive. But once it sallied forth 
in flight, snapping insects out of 
the air, I began to admire the 
rather drab bird. 

However, my respect turned 
to admiration once I saw this 
avian in action against a crow 
violating the kingbirds airspace. 

Like a fighter aircraft rising to 
intercept an invading bomber, 
the kingbird clawed for altitude. 
Rising above the lumbering 
crow, voicing its battle cry — a 
shrill twitter — it made an at- 
tack, diving down to deliver 
pecks on the crow's back. Side 
slipping and floundering about

When the voters turned down 
the additional millage request, 
the board had to stop busing.
